More Light Let in on the Operations
of a Great Syndicate,

THE TWENTY-THIRD WARD DEAL

Activity in Lands and Houses in as Well 08
on All Bides of the City.

KEW DISTRICTS CMING TO THE PRONT

The transfers during the week show very
plainly that William Flinn and others are
still reaching ont in the Twenty-third ward,
Their latest purchases in that district foot
up over $100,000. This is not park vrop-
erty, but it lies along Greeafield and Saline
avennes, the lines upon which they secured
from the oity rightsof way for an electrio
railway. This, in connection with other
sales extending toward Brown station, on
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, look very
much as though the bridge from Brown’s to
Homestead would be oommenced within the
year and the cut off of thres miles to the
clty wounld be taken advantage of by the pur-
chasers of the Uity Farm, Agents of the
Thompson-Houoston Electric Company bave
boen over the ground on foot, and are supposed
to bestockbolders in the road; and now that |
tha rights of way have been secured, they do
not hesitate to say that there is no good reason
why 16,000 people living in Homestead should
not reach the Court House over a fve-mile
route at half the present cost in car fare. Sam
8, Brown refuses to sell anything in that part
of the city, and his holding is the largest.

The Second Avenue Electric Railway Com-
pauy naturally expected much of the Home-
stead traffic, but recent movements show that
with a bridge from Homestead terminating on
the biufl bank at Brown station, the Duquesne
Company expect to control the bulk of traffie,
and to divert it from the Becond Avenueand
Baltimors and Ohio to the *short cut' north of
the new cemetery and along Greenfield avenue
to Forbes and Craft, and thence via Forbes
over the main line of the Duquesne Company.
The receut large transfers in this direction, the
salo of the City Farm, and the large offer for
cemotery property, coupled with the fact that
Mr, Barchfield holds the bridge eharter and is
still purchasing I'wenty-third ward land, means
a great deal thas oannot be written. Land on
the hillsiae that was offcred in May for §1,000
por acre, is now held at §2.000,
